“Therefore, we, the Dowager, * 
Empress and the Emperor, hereby 
vest the sovereignty of the Chinese 
empire in the people. Let Yuan Shi 
Kai organize to the full the powers 
of the provisional republican govern- 
ment and confer with the republic- 
ans as to the methods of union as- 
suring peace in the empire and form- 
ing a great republic with the union of 
Manchus, Chinese, Mongols, Moham- 
medans and Tibetans. 

“We, the Empress Dowager and the 
Emperor will thus be enabled to live 
in retirement, free of responsibilities 
and cares, and enjoying without in- 
terruption the nation’s courteous 
treatment.” 

At an audience yesterday the 
Empress Dowager thanked Yuan Shi 
Kai for his successful efforts in ob- 
taining good treatment for the impe- 
rial family from the republicans. 
The publication of the edicts has 
ziven profound relief to every one in 
Peking, both foreigners and Chinese. 
The arrangement is considered a sat- 
isfactory compromise and it is be- 
Ueved the terms will satisfy the Re- 
publicans. 

The first edict provides that the 
terms shall be communicated to the 
foreign legations for transmission to 
their respective governments, the ob- 
ject being to record world-wide the 
republican pledges. 

EIGHT PLEDGES. 

In consideration for abdication, the 
republicans make eight pledges to 
the Emperor, as follows: 

“Firet——The Emperor shall retain 
his title and shall be respected as a 
foreign monarch; second, the Em- 
peror shall receive an annual grant 
of 4,000,000 taels until the currency 
is reformed, after which he shail re- 
ceive $4,000,000 Mexican; third, a 
temporary residence shall be provided 
in the Forbidden City, and later the 
imperial family shall reside in the 
summer palace, ten miles outside of 
Peking; fourth, the Emperor may ob- 
serve the sacrifices at his ancestral 
tombs and temples, which will be 
protected by republican solilers; 
fifth, the great tomb of the late Em- 
peror, Kwang Su, will be completed 
and the funeral ceremony fittingly ob- 
served at the republic's expense; 
sixth, the palace attendants may be 
retained, ‘but the number of eunuchs 
can not be increased; seventh, the 
Emperor's property will be protected 
by the republic; eighth, the imperial 
guards will be governed by the army 
board, the republic paying their eal- 
aries.” 

A contended point as te whether 
the throne shat be perpetuated, or 
shall terminate with the present Em- 
peror’s death, is not mentioned.

San Francieco Orientals Tacitly 
Agree to Peace Pact to Extend Over 
Chinese New Year's.

SAN. FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.—The 

Hop Sing tong, and their allied en- 

emies, the Sen Suey Nes, and the Hip 

Sings, tacitly agreed today to a truce 

in the local tong war to extend over 

the Chinese New Year. 

The Suey Sings, also allied with the 
Sen Sueys and the Hip Sings, refused 
to agree to the armistice, but finally 
intimated they would call a meeting 
to consider the matter late tonight. 

So untent were the Chinese today 
upon settling hbdestilities to prevent the 
blockade of CHttinatown which Chier 
of Police White threatened to put in- 
te effect that news of the abdication 
of the Emperor in Peking roused not 
the slightest ripple of enthusiasm. 

Li Yung Yew, Chinese Consul-Gen- 
eral, and Wong Sam, secretary of the 
Six Companies, to whom Chief White 
delivered his ultimatum  vyester tay, 
had great difficulty in reaching the 
leaders of the tongs today. In no case 
were the mediators able to meet the 
tong men face to face, and in the case 
of 2 Quong, president of the Hop 
Sings, ——— were carried on 
over the telephone through a chain of 
fifteén Chinese. 

If the Suey Sings agree tonight te 
enter the armistice, the leaders of the 
four tongs will emerge from their hid- 
ing places tomorrow night, ie 
without their accustomed 
guards of heavily armed gun men — 
sign the terms of truce which have 
been prepared by the mediators and 
approved by the police.

Senator Smoot's estimate of $24,- 
000,000 as the cost of his plan is based 
on the pension bureau's computation 
of age and length of service of the 
veterans. The Sherwood bill, accord- 
ing to the pension bureau, would have 
cost about $75,000,000 a year. 

The Smoot bill, adopted by a vote 
of 12 to 2, after the Sherwood bill had 
been voted down 10 to 4, embod 
provisions to pension Civil War v 
erans 62 years old who served ningty 
days or more, and any Mexican far 
veteran who served sixty days or wore.

CAREER OF MANCHUS 
AS RULERS IS ENDED. 


(BT A. . NIGHT WIRE TO THE Times) 
PEKING, Feb. 12.—China joined 
today the sisterhood of the world’s 
republics. 
In three imperial edicts the Manchu 
dynasty changed 400,000,000 people 
from subjects of an absolute ruler to 
citizens of the largest self-governing 
nation on the earth. The abdication 
of the throne by Pu Yi, the child 
Emperor, brings to an end the pow- 
erful Manchu dynasty which has 
reigned in China since 1644. 
The boy ruler has been on the 
throne since November 14, 1908, when 
the Emperor, Kwang-Su, his uncle, 
died. His father, Prince Chun, was 
appointed Regent and was the chief 
figure in China for three yearg. 
Surrounded by a large number of 
princes of the imperial clan and Man- 
chu officials with reactionary ideas, 
the Regent was brought face to face 
with a revolutionary movement in 
favor of modern reforms. He endeay- 
ored to placate both parties, but 
ended by causing general dissatisfac- 
tion which led to his resignation on 
December 6, 1911. 

The promise of a constitutional 
government made by the Dowager 
Empress on her deathbed in 1908 was 
not fulfilled in any way until May, 
last year. In that month an imperial 
edict abolished the old Grand Coun- 
cil, which, together with the court, 
held absolute power, and substituted 
a constitutional Cabinet. Revolution- 
ary ideas had been spreading in the 
meantime and the southern provinces 
declared against the continuation of 
Manchu rule, and broke into. open 
revolt. 

After much fighting the revolution- 

ts proclaimed a republic at Nan-. 
king in December and Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen cepted the Presidency on De- 
cember 29. 

Negotiations between the Repub- 
licans and the imperialists followed 
and an armistice was arranged. This 
was not strictly observed, but the 
negotiations continued, with the re- 
suit that the Manchu rulers, seeing 
that China proper was almost entire- | | 
ly in favor of the republican idea, 
and that the outlying dependencies || 
of Thibet, Turkestan, Mongolia and 
Manchuria were breaking away, de- 
cided that it was their best policy to

Pioneer Who Heiped the Needy, 
Staked Men to Claims that Made 
Them Rich, and Loved His Town, 
Passes Here—Widow to Dedicate a

Edwin Henry Edwards, the Father 
of Lone Pine,“ died at his winter resi- 
dence in this city, No. 2812 Menlo 
avenue, late Sunday night. He was 
74 years od and for over forty years 
he had been prominently identified 
with the civic and business life of 
Inyo county. He was well known here. 

Known to the old-timers, miners, 
prospectors and cattlemen of nearly 
half a century as the man who made 
Lone Pine, the mining settlement 
hanging on the eastern edge of the 
high Sierras, Edwards was proprietor 
of the general store in that town over 
thirty years. He grubstaked more 
miners and assisted more unfortunate 
men, his friends say, than any other 
in the district. 

It was Edwards who refused to sell 
his extensive water rights in Tuttle 
and Lone Pine Creek to the city be- 
cause he feared that, when Lone Pine 
should grow into a city, it would have 
to come to Los Angeles begging for 
water. His valuable estate consists 
in part of 2300 acres of land near 
Lone Pine. and four mining claims. 
His widow, the only living near rela- 
“ive, will dedicate a park of fifteen 
acres in Lone Pine to his memory. 
Frank F. Stone, the sculptor, whose 
best-known work is the statue of 
Stephen M. White on the Courthouse 
grounds, will make a bust of Edwards 
for the park.

About 125 beautifully- 
dressed ladies and gentlemen in even- 
ing clothes paid tribute to their coun- 
try and to the heroes who are gone 
but not forgotten. 

Throughout the delicious banquet, 
perfectly served by Herr Reichl and 
a corps of assistants, everything was 
reminiscent of the patriotism, the 
sparkling humor, the greatness of the 
wonderful man whose courage and 
gentus held the Union together when 
civil war was waging to drag it 
asunder—held it together in spite of 
secession, in spite of the greatest war 
the world has ever known. 

MASTERPIECE OF ART. 

In the center of the splendid hall 

stood. a masterpiece of the art of 
Reichi—the table at which sat the 
speakers of the evening and the 
guests of honor, presenting, on the 
side nearest the other banqueters, a 
redoult in miniature, reproduced 
from a photograph taken during 
Sherman's famous March to the Sea. 
Timbers, banked with soil, formed a 
breastworks behind which grim 
mounted cannon stood ready to belch 
forth death and destruction.
